another major difference in 
the professional status of 
nurses. "Back in 11)21, 
nurses were compared tu 
domestic help. They had to 
dust the rooms and sweep 
the floors. No nurse was al­ 
lowed to wear cosmetics 01 
Ixdi her hair For a 12 hour, 
six day week she earned $30 
a month as a beginner."

"Today nurses are tiighly 
specialized Beginners earn 
approximately $WX> month 
l.\ They no longer do any 
housekeeping c lores Hy 
comparison, nurses now ad­ 
minister intravenous feed- 
ings, give blood transfu­ 
sions, read cardiograms and 
nurses working in intensive 
care units are permitted to 
give medicine in IVs "

"Today's highly skilled 
nurses have less time for 
giving baths and feeding pa­ 
tients and are now assisted 
in these chores by LVNs 
and aides," she said

l>art of nursing and as a 
head nurse always made it 
a point to make rounds

and talk to each patient, ft 
gives them a sense ol secur­ 
ity to know that the super­ 
visor is interested in them 
as individuals, she said.
